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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the August 19, 2005 
Office Action was improperly made final. However, Applicant amended the claims on 02/07/05; therefore, the August 19, 2005 Office 
Action was correctly made final. Applicant also argues that Yang does not disclose "enabling the user to specify a number of frames that 
are displayed for the plurality of predefined framesets". However, Yang shows "user can specify a number of frames" on figure 13, 
section "Number of Pictures per Page" and "displaying plurality of predefined framesets" on section "Picture Layout". On column 16, lines 
10-60, Yang teaches plurality of predefined framesets such as Horizontal, Vertical and Diagonal that will change based on the number of 
pictures per page. Also, Applicant argues that Yang does not teach "in response to the user specifying the number of frames, retrieving 
one or more of the plurality of predefined framesets, wherein each of the one or more of the plurality of predefined framesets includes the 
specified number of frames". Yang teaches the feature at figure 13, when users select his/her selection of number of pictures per page, 
multiple of predefined framesets such as Horizontal, Vertical and Diagonal are retrieved including the number of frames in each 
frameset. 
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
